BSA proposes alternative to ‘registered interior designers’ 


IN JULY, BSA REPRESENTATIVES 
TESTIFIED before the Committee 
on Consumer Protection and 
Professional Licensure to ex- 
press the BSA’s opposition to SB 
178, a practice act that would 
create a board of registration 

for interior designers and allow 
“registered interior designers” to 
stamp construction documents. 
In its place, BSA representa- 
tives suggested the alternative 
outlined in HB 341, which 
would allow certifica- 

tion of interior designers 
without creating a board 

or authorizing interior de- 
signers to stamp drawings.

THE AIA’S GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS 
DEPARTMENT works at the 
federal level to educate govern- 
ment leaders and others about 
the profession and the AIA’s 
policies, positions, and objec- 
tives pertaining to community 
development and livability, as 
well as the business and practice 
of architecture. Its current 
agenda includes legislation on 
sustainable design and energy 
efficiency in federal and com- 
mercial buildings, affordable 
housing, historic preservation, 
community revitalization, a 


BSA lobbying event, Architects 
Day on the Hill, and individu- 
ally in districts and at the State 
House. 

Joining the BSA in opposing 
SB 178 were the Massachusetts 
Federation of Building Officials, 
Fire Chiefs Association of 
Massachusetts, National Kitchen 
and Bath Association, National 
Federation of Independent 
Business, Institute for Justice, 
and Associated General 
Contractors. In addition, many 
interior designers also testified 
against the legislation, arguing 
that registration would result in 
over-regulation that would put 


federal good Samaritan law, 
extending the use of cash-basis 
accounting, qualifications-based 
selection (QBS), and more. 

The AIA’s federal legislative 
efforts have borne fruit this 
year: In June, the U.S. House 
Committee on Ways and Means 
approved an extension of the 
Energy Efficient Commercial 
Buildings Tax Deduction, a 
top legislative priority for the 
AIA, and the Senate approved a 
massive energy bill aimed at re- 
ducing U.S. reliance on foreign 
sources of oil, which included 
the AIA-backed goal of achiev- 
ing carbon-neutral federal 
buildings by 2030.

THE SEVENTH EDITION of the 
Massachusetts State Building 
Code (780 CMR)—which for 
the first time has been based 
on the International Building 
Code—has been amended 

by the subcommittees of the 
Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards and reviewed 
by the state’s Building Codes 
Coordinating Council. 

Getting to this draft docu- 
ment was a seven-year process, 
but its November public com- 
ment period fast approaches. 
Because significant amendments 
to the model code have been 
proposed, the design commu- 
nity must carefully examine the 


proposed code’s terms. Chapters 
1 (Administration), 9 (Fire 
Protection), and 34 (Existing 
Buildings) are very similar to 
their counterparts in the sixth 
edition, which means the public 
comment period also offers an 
opportunity to address ambi- 
guities and omissions present in 
the current code. 

The BSA Codes and Regula- 
tions Committee plans to focus 
exclusively on the draft docu- 
ment at its upcoming meetings 
on September 19 and October 17 
in order to stimulate and 
coordinate public comments.

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The ARE undergoes an overhaul 


THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF 
ARCHITECTURAL REGISTRATION 
BOARDS (NCARB) certainly 
didn’t take the summer off. 

In June, NCARB endorsed 
the biggest change in the nation- 
al licensing process since the ad- 
vent of its computerized exam in 
1997: allowing intern-architects 
to begin taking Architect 
Registration Examination 
(ARE) divisions without wait- 
ing to complete their Intern 
Development Program (IDP). 

And just one month later, 
NCARB launched a new stream- 
lined version of the ARE. 


ARE and IDP together at last 

At the NCARB annual meet- 
ing in Denver, the nation’s state 
licensing boards considered a 
proposed resolution to allow 
individual states to determine 
when intern-architects could 
begin taking the nine divisions 
of the ARE. 

NCARB ultimately accepted 
an amended version of the 
resolution, which states that, to 
begin taking the ARE, an ap- 
plicant must fulfill all require- 
ments for eligibility established 
by his or her jurisdiction and be 
enrolled in the IDP. 

On July 18, the Massachusetts 
Board of Registration of 
Architects voted to make all 
divisions of the ARE available 
to interns who have enrolled in 
the IDP and received a degree 
accredited by the National 
Architectural Accrediting Board 
(NAAB). Eligible Massachusetts 
intern-architects may begin 
taking the ARE immediately. 
However, they must contact 
NCARB to obtain an authoriza- 
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tion number before scheduling 
any division, and they still need 
to complete the IDP and ARE to 
be licensed. 

Previously, Massachusetts 
intern-architects needed an 
accredited degree and to have 
completed the IDP in order to 
sit for the ARE, and only eight 
states and Puerto Rico had some 
form of concurrent licensing 
procedure.

From ARE 3.1 to version 4.0 
NCARB has dramatically 
revamped the licensure exam, 
updating content and integrat- 
ing the graphic vignettes into 
the appropriate multiple-choice 
divisions. As a result, the total 
number of divisions has been 
reduced from nine to seven, 
there are fewer multiple-choice 
questions in each division, and 
the overall test time has been 
slightly reduced. 

NCARB’s website, ncarb.org/ 
are/4o, features an overview of 
the revised exam, an explana- 
tion of how the transition to ver- 
sion 4.0 will work, and answers 
to frequently asked questions. 

NCARB plans to offer both 
ARE 3.1and ARE 4.0 exams 
from June 2008 to June 2009. 
Candidates receiving their 
authorization to test after May 
2008 only can sit for version 4.0.

SCHOOL MAY HAVE BEEN OUT 
for summer, but children and 
teachers around Massachusetts 
were busy sharpening their de- 
sign skills, thanks to the BSA’s 
statewide education programs. 
In June, children from 
Boston’s Maverick, Ashmont, 
and Fenway neighborhoods cre- 
ated architecture-related posters 
through Learning By Design, 
the BSA’s program for K-12 stu- 
dents. (See the story above.) 
Meanwhile in western 
Massachusetts, 150 students in 
Ashfield took local architectural 
walking tours and then built 
scale models to put on a giant 
map of their town as part of 
a Learning By Design event. 
Five hundred students in the 
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South Shore town of Pembroke 
created a similar “box city” as 
part of a Learning By Design 
event sponsored by Payette—a 
Boston-based architecture firm 
and the first major participant 
in the BSA’s Adopt A School 
program. 

On July 11, Learning 
By Design and the Boston 
Foundation for Architecture 
(BFA) hosted their third bien- 
nial Teaching By Design confer- 
ence. Fifty designers, teachers, 
and professionals from com- 
munity organizations gathered 
at Massachusetts College of 
Art to hear a keynote address 
by David Sobel, project direc- 
tor for Antioch New England 
Institute’s Center for Place- 
based Education. 

Many attendees presented 
overviews of successful K-12 


parts of the city, with events 
centered around five “Common 
Points”: Government Center, 
Dudley Square, Mavericks 
Square, the Fenway, and 
Ashmont Station. Highlights 
included a forum on the future 
of Boston’s City Hall and its 
plaza; a Dudley Street neighbor- 
hood tour led by the Dudley 
Street Neighborhood Initiative; 
a community discussion and 
party at Maverick Landing; a 
bicycle tour of the Fenway; and 
a neighborhood tour led by the 
Ashmont Hill Association. 
MBTA subway stations at 
each of the Common Points 
displayed design work by high 
school students participating in 
the BSA’s Learning By Design 
program (see the related story, 
below), as well as Boston-area 
design students in undergradu- 


programs funded by grants from 
the BFA, and the conference
